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EDITORIAL 


There is a high probability that the Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) will soon move to restrict (or eliminate 
altogether) the sales of leaded gasoline for automotive use. Leaded 
gasoline, I read, provides not only anti-knock protection, but 
provides lubrication of valves and valve seats. Cars like the 
Falcon which were designed to use leaded gasoline will suffer from 
the absence of lead. 


Most of the motivating force behind the EPA's move is the widespread 
alteration of cars designed for unleaded use only. 


Member Mark Sumner of Greensboro, North Carolina enclosed the 
editorial from the June issue of Special Interest Autos. I would 
like to endorse the editorial and suggest that it provides a 
solution to the problem. They suggest that the price of 
leaded/regular should be raised to parity with unleaded. I regard 
that to be a good idea only because the alternative is the total 
unavailability of leaded regular. If the prices were the same, the 
economic incentive to alter would be removed. 


I find it very difficult to argue for higher gasoline prices. But 
if leaded regular is eliminated, the effective price will increase 
to what ever we have to pay for unleaded anyway. If there's a way 
to keep leaded at the pump we probably ought to support it.

I was delighted to discover the photo of my four Falcons on the 
cover of the May edition of "The Falcon News" but since there wasn't 
any identification of the cars, I thought I'd let you know a little 
about them. 


First of all, how does a guy come up with four 1963 hardtops at 
once? Well, I surely didn't intend to, but circumstances combined 
to make it turn out that way. The white Futura V8 (second from left 
in photo) was my "driver", equipped with 302 and C-4, Koni shocks, 
Shelby front and Adco rear stabilizer bars, Shelby shock tower 
brace, etc. The car on the far left was a light blue Sprint with 
low miles I followed into a parking lot one day and asked to buy. 
The owner said "not now, maybe later" and did finally let go of it. 
About the same time, I ran across the light green Sprint on the far 
right in a mountain town where the owner decided he needed a 
four-wheel drive vehicle more, so I snapped it up. This car was so 
clean that we featured it in the May, 1978 edition of the magazine 
"Old Car Illustrated" which I was editing at the time. The other 
car was an abused Sprint I found locally. Let me assure you that we 
kept the neighbors confused ... my wife and I could each leave ina 
'63 Falcon and we'd still have a couple in the driveway. 


All four have since found new homes, but I still have fond memories 
of how that white Futura could show Mustangs the short way home! 
All that was given way to a more sedate 1965 Futura station wagon 
with most of the factory accessories, now showing 215,000 miles on 
it and not a sign of rust. Eat your hearts out, Easterners!!
